I  should  like  to  see  a  relationship 
between  8outhem  Baptists  and  other 
Christian  bodies  which  will  give  to 
those  groups  the  same  measure  of  re¬ 
spect  and  appreciation  that  we  would 
like  them  to  give  us  In  all  such  rela¬ 
tions  we  must  maintain  our  full  lib¬ 
erty  and  responsibility  to  be  loyal  to 
our  own  convictions  concerning  God’s 
direct  approach  to  the  individual 
through  Jesus  Christ.

UNDER  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 
FOR  PREACHERS  NEEDED 
BY  SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS

There  is  a  vast  need  throughout 
our  territory.  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  for  help  for  preachers  who 
have  not  gone  and  will  not  go  ka 
college.  Fewer  than  one  third  of  our 
pastors  are  college  and  seminary 
trained. 

When  the  Southern  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  was  established, 
nearly  all  pastors  we.e  untrained  in 
college  and  seminary.  Therefore  the 
seminary  curriculum  was  adjusted  so 
such  men  could  attend  and  graduate 
from  the  seminary,  and  quite  a  few 
have  done  so  with  brilliant  records. 
But  that  becomes  more  and  more  dif¬ 
ficult  because  of  the  multiplication  of 
courses  of  study  and  because  nearly 
ail  of  the  students  now  are  college 
trained  men,  which  makes  It  more 
embarrassing  and  difficult  for  un-1 
trained  men  bo  adjust  themselves  in 
a  college  atmosphere  and  compete

MERIDIAN— Dr.  N.  W.  Cox,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  here,  and 
past  president  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  convention,  Wednesday  held  a  de¬

Purpose  of  P.  O.  A.  C. 

It  is  the  mission  of  POAU  to  mar¬ 
shall  all  the  evidence  justifying  our 
Constitutional  point  of  view,  relying 
upon  an  enlightened  public  opinion  to 
arrive  at  truly  democratic  conclusions 
and  actions. 

We  accord  to  those  who  differ  with 
us  full  freedom  of  debate.  In  return 
we  ask  only  an  open  mind  and  a  free 
forum  for  the  expression  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  point  of  view.  We  joint  in  a  vig¬ 
orous  fight  against  communism,  but 
repel  the  suggestion  that  we  must  ac¬ 
cept  clerical  fascism  to  save  America 
from  communism. 

In  this  crusade  the  Church  Press  of 
America  must  not  only  join,  but  lead, 
for  the  secular  press  is  throttled  by 
fear  of  boycotts  and  reprisals.  It  is 

next  to  impossible  to  enlist  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  public  press  in  a  way  to 
critic  ire  even  a  constructive  manner 
the  politieal  activities  of  the  Roman 
Church.  In  all  parts  of  the  nation 
Protestant  ministers  have  been  cut 
off  the  air  or  prevented  from  using 
the  free  pulpit  or  forum  to  discuss 
church-state  relations.  Courts  have 
found  legal  technicalities  to  quash 
remedial  actions  designed  to  enforce 
state  and  federal  constitutions.  Maga¬ 
zines  which  have  dealt  with  constitu¬ 
tional  violations  have  been  banned 
from  public  schools. 

An  unconstitutional  representative 
of  the  President,  an  ambassador  with¬ 
out  Senate  confirmation,  resides  at 
the  Vatican  forcing  other  churches  to 
work  under  the  shadow  of  a  discrimi¬ 
nating  special  privilege  to  one  church. 

Segregation  of  a  most  derisive  char, 
aeter  continues  as  a  mountain  of  or¬ 
ganizations  seek  control  of  every 
phase  of  America's  economic,  social, 
and  political  life.  The  Roman  Church 
now  has  a  de  facto  church  establish¬

with  men  of  superior  educational  op¬ 
portunities. 

Therefore  If  we  “meet  the  needs  of 
all  our  churches  and  ministers”  at¬ 
tention  will  have  to  be  given  to 
schools  for  under-privileged  men  who 
are  called  of  God%)  ministerial  serv¬ 
ice.  who  will  be  far  more  effective 
if  they  can  have  fundamental  theo¬ 
logical  training.  Many  of  them  will 
be  effective  pastors  if  they  can  have 
training  in  a  school  for  the  under¬ 
privileged.  such  for  Instance  as  the 
Mountain  Preachers  School  at  Pine- 
ville,  Kentucky. 

If  anyone  thinks  our  17,000  rural 
churches  will  largely  be  "pastored” 
by  college  and  seminary  graduates, 
he  just  does  not  know  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  conditiqps;  neither  does  he  real¬ 
ize  how  "choosey”  seminary  grad¬ 
uates  are  about  three,  four,  and  five- 
thousand  dollar  salaries.  If  we  don’t 
do  something  for  the  under-privileged 
men  many  rural  churches  will  suffer 
on  account  of  our  neglect. 

Remember  that  all  theological  edu¬ 
cation  is  not  necessarily  of  the  grad¬ 
uate  type.  I  have  heard  some  mighty 
men  of  God  who  were  uneducated 
technically,  but  who  could  preach  cir¬ 
cles  around  half  the  seminary  grad- 


in  the  way  of  religious  liberty  to  those 
who  adhere  to  a  different  faith. 

“Our  liberties  are  safe,”  spoke 
Woodrow  Wilson,  “until  the  memories 
and  experiences  of  the  past  are  blot¬ 
ted  out  and  the  Mayflower  with  its 
band  of  pilgrims  forgotten;  until  our 
public  school  system  has  fallen  Into 
decay  and  the  Nation  into  ignorance; 
until  legislators  have  resigned  their 
functions  to  ecclesiastical  powers  and 
their  prerogatives  to  priests.” 

If  you  were  to  spend  one  week  with 
me  in  Washington,  you  would  be  con¬ 
vinced  there  is  no  time  left  to  argue 
organizational  niceties.  The  threat  Is 
not  coming;  it  is  here.  Our  birthright 
is  half  squandered.  The  Roman 
Church  refers  to  us  as  “dying  Protes¬ 
tants.”  If  Protestantism  fails  to  mo¬ 
bilize  its  full  power  today,  your  chil¬ 
dren  and  mine  will  be  second  class 
citisens  tomorrow.  POAU  is  in  a  bet¬ 
ter  position  than  a  true  church  unit 
to  spearhead  the  attack.  We  can  do 
without,  embarrassment .  what .  A 
church  might  find  unpleasant  to  do. 
But  let  us  not  be  asleep  to  those  who 
would  rob  us  of  that  precious  jewel 
of  religious  liberty.

How  Far  Is  The 
Galilean  Highway?

Perhaps  the  distance  is  indicat¬ 
ed  in  a  paragraph  from  an  article 
on  Southern  Baptist  gains  in  19-18, 
as  published  in  the  Convention 
Bulletin.  1  am  taking  the  liberty  of 
quoting  the  paragraph: 

“Of  the  26,822  churches.  25,305 
report  Sunday  schools,  13,212  re¬ 
port  Training  Unions,  13,335  re¬ 
port  W.  M.  U.  organizations,  and 
3,453  report  Brotherhoods.  There 
are  3,091  churches  sponsoring  all 
four  organizations,  6,875  addition¬ 
al  sponsoring  Sunday  school. 
Training  Union,  and  W.  M.  U., 
and  8,768  sponsoring  a  Sunday 
school  as  the  only  church  organi¬ 
zation.  Think  of  it?  Almost  one- 
whicli  s|)onsor  Sunday  school 
and  W.  M.  U.  as  their  only  organi¬ 
zations  and  3,0-16  churches  spon¬ 
soring  Sunday  school  and  Train¬ 
ing  Union  as  their  only  organiza¬ 
tions.” 

From  this  paragraph  we  learn 
that  more  than  1,500  Southern 
Baptist  churches  do  not  have  a 
Sunday  School,  and  that  only 
3,091  churches  sponsor  all  four 
organizations,  that  is  Sunday 
school.  Training  Union,  Woman’s 
Missionary  Union  and  Brother¬ 
hood.  8,768  churches  sponsor  a 
Sunday  school  as  the  only  organi¬ 
zation!  Think  of  it?  Almost  one- 
third  of  our  churches  sponsor  no 
other  organization  than  the  Sun¬ 
day  school.  How  far  is  the  Gali¬ 
lean  Highway?  What  is  the  mean¬ 
ing  for  the  churches  sponsoring  all 
organizations? 

For  one  thing,  it  ought  to  mean 
more  earnest  work  in  these 
churches  so  as  to  indicate  to  oth¬ 
ers  th^  fact  that  churches  can  of¬ 
fer  to  their  membership  the  high¬ 
est  type  of  .spiritual  growth  and 
development  along  all  lines  of 
Christian  activity,  but  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  place,  and  all  consecrated 
Christians  of  vision  and  mission¬ 
ary  zeal  feel  that  this  one  is  more 
important  than  the  first  one,  these 
churches  should  give  fuller  sup¬ 
port  to  our  State  Mission  program 
and  to  the  promotional  work  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
through  its  several  agencies  in 
their  efforts  to  develop  all  church¬ 
es  which  are  not  taking  advantage 
of  their  op|M>rtunitics  in  sponsor¬ 
ing  the  organizations  which  make 
it  possible  for  them  to  develop 
their  membership  as  builders  of 
the  Highway  of  Redemption. 
Through  State  Missions  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  are  endeavoring  to 
develop  all  the  churches  to  the 
point  where  they  will  take  mi- 
vantage  of  their  fullest  op|>ortuni- 
ties  in  church  development.

How  many  churches  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  fall  within  the  figures  in  the 
nbove  paragraph?  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  are  preaching 
churches*  soul-winning  churches, 
missionary  churches,  cooperating 
churches,  BUT  MISSISSIPPI 
BAPTIST  CHURCHES  HAVE 
NOT  ATTAINED. 

Throughout  our  state  the  Gali¬ 
lean  Highway  is  incomplete. 
Thousands  are  lost.  Many  children 
are  homeless.  Thousands  perish 
for  lack  of  medical  attention. 
Christian  education  is  circum¬ 
scribed  and  limited  because  of 
insufficient  funds.  Communism  is 
slowly  lifting  its  head  to  drive 
hack  the  forces  of  Christ.  What 
shall  be  do?' 

I-ast  year  was  the  best  year  for 
Mississippi  Baptists  in  evangelism, 
hut  it  was  by  no  means  a  perfect 
year  in  evangelism  as  revealed  by 
the  minutes  of  59  associations  re¬ 
cently  studied.  181  churches  in 
those  59  associations  report  not 
one  baptism  for  the  year.  How  far 
is  the  Galilean  Highway  in  those 
churches?  Most  of  our  churches 
had  a  part  in  winning  14,605  lost 
people  to  Christ. 

I-ast  year  was  the  best  year 
for  Mississippi  Baptists  in  contri¬ 
butions  to  all  causes  of  Christ 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
Most  of  the  churches  had  a  share 
in  the  $726,15)0.28  given  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  through  the  Co- 
o|KTative  Program.  I-ast  year  our 
State  Mission  contribution  was 
$229,353.77.  Our  total  contribu¬ 
tion  through  the  Convention 
Board  office  was  $1,168,701.81. 
Our  goal  for  this  year  through 
the  Coo|»erative  Program  alone 
is  $1,000,000.  How  near  are 
are  we  tp  this  goal?  From  Novem¬ 
ber  1,  1918  to  June  10.  1949,  Co-

wholesome  influence  behind  which 
lingers  on  as  an  abiding  blessing.  Ev¬ 
ery  city  is  better  for  this  Conven¬ 
tion  having  come.  All  religious  groups 
are  strengthened  thereby.  Further, 
there  is  the  stimulus  and  inspiration 
each  Baptist  receives  from  looking  out 
over  this  great  crowd  of  sober,  good- 
natured,  clean-living,  like-minded 
people,  a  great  cross-section  of  Amer¬ 
ica. 

Witness  of  Mass 

Nothing  strengthens  faith  in  our 
Baptist  movement  as  much  as  does 
the  mass  witness  of  ten  or  twelve 
thousand  of  our  people  assembling 
together  in  meeting.  The  impact  of 
the  great  crowd  on  the  host  city  and 
the  impact  on  the  individual  are  ac¬ 
complishments  far  greater  than  some 
of  the  dull  and  unimportant  bwriness 
sometimes  transacted  This  far  off¬ 
sets  the  disadvantages.  Let  us  not 
make  the  mistake  of  destroying  great 
values  to  get  lesser  ones.  The  Mayor 
of  Oklahoma  City,  Allen  Street,  said 
to  me  during  the  recent  Convention: 
“I  thought  at  one  time  that  Johnson 
grass  would  take  Oklahoma  but  now 
it  looks  like  the  Baptists  have  got 
It." 

The  Roman  Church  knows  the 
value  of  the  mass  impact.  They  an¬ 
nounce  a  meeting  of  men  in  Boston. 
The  whole  Eastern  Seaboard  is  or¬ 
ganized-  Quotas  are  sent  from  every 
Catholic  district.  Then  one  day  100.- 
000  CATHOLIC  MEN  march  down 
Boston  streets.  The  effect  is  electric. 
The  Pope  speaks  to  an  bpen-alr  meet¬ 
ing  in  St.  Peter's  Square  in  Rome. 
An  unforgettable  multitude  of  teem¬ 
ing  thousands,  over  300,000  persons, 
jam-pack  the  Square  to  listen  and  to 
pray.  The  impact  on  the  world  is 
terrific.  Pictures  of  the  crowd  are 
flashed  to  the  comers  of  the  globe. 
Cajl  it  spectacular.  Call  it  sensational. 
But,  by  all  means,  call  it  WISDOM. 

Chicago  furnishes  us  a  great  dra¬ 
matic  opportunity  to  witness  to  the 
power  and  vitality  of  a  FREE  Church 
in  a  free  nation.  We  OUGHT,  we  must 
seize  this  opportunity  to  dramatize 
as  has  never  been  done  the  flourish¬ 
ing  religious  condition  of  a  peeple 
who  believe  in  separation  of  church 
and  state.  There  are  those  who  say 
that  a  group  predicated  upon  the 


principles  Baptist  espouse  cannot  long 
endure.  These  are  the  ones  who  look 
longingly  toward  political  power  and 
government  hook-ups,  as  the  means 
of  securing  the  church's  existence. 
New  is  the  tine  fur  us  to  demonstrate 
in  a  way  that  the  great  Midwest  can¬ 
not  forget  the  fact  that  religion 
thrives  best  in  a  free  atmosphere! 

We  must  not  have  a  pony  represen¬ 
tation  at  Chicago  because  we  have 
moved  out  of  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  territory.  Let  us  plan  now  to 
make  next  year’s  mass  meeting  larger 
than  ever  before.  For  the  first  time  we 
will  have  an  auditorium  that  seats 
2t,Md  people.  Let  us  put  2$,0M  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  in  it.  It  will  be  pitiful  if 
we  move  into  this  large  city  with  our 
smallest  crowd  in  years.  There  are 
thousands  in  Chicago  who  know  noth¬ 
ing  of  our  movement.  Let's  tell  them. 

Charter  Busses,  Have  Parade 

We  have  two  suggestions.  First,  let 
every  church  charter  at  least  one 
bus,  fill  it  up,  and  send  it  out  to  Chi¬ 
cago. 

Second,  open  the  Convention  with 
a  great  Southern  Baptist  PARADE 
through  the  city  to  Convention  Hall. 
We  could  rendezvous  at  a  given  hour 
at  an  athletic  field,  then  march  on 
the  city  to  Convention  Hall. 

Visualize  the  parade.  Each  state 
executive  secretary  has  organized  the 
messengers  and  Baptist  people  from 
his  state.  The  Mississippi  banner 
leads,  let  us  say.  The  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  Band  marches  in  the  front.  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  preachers  follow  on 
foot  in  a  group;  next  come  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  laymen;  then  the  women; 
then  the  glee  clubs  in  uniform  from 
all  the  Baptist  institutions  in  Missis¬ 
sippi;  then  B.  8.  U.  delegates  from  all 
the  colleges;  then  a  B.  T.  U.  group 
of  High  School  age;  then  a  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Hospital  float;  then  the 
Baptist  Orphanage  float;  then  a  float 
carrying  retired  ministers  who  are 
able  to  make  the  trip;  etc.  Then 
North  Carolina  follows  with  her 
mighty  section.  Then  Tennessee, 
South  Carolina.  Alabama,  Virginia, 
Texas,  Oklahoma,  Arkansas,  Kentuc¬ 
ky,  etc.,  until  all  the  twenty-two 
states  In  the  Convention  have 
marched  by.  Then  there  follows  the 
foreign  missions  float,  floats  of  other 
boards  and  agencies,  and  a  Baptist

crave  the  respect  and  appreciation  of 
those  who  hold  differing  convictions. 
As  these  other  groups  seek  to  be  loyal 
to  their  beliefs  concerning  God's 
leadership  in  their  lives,  I  should  like 
to  see  all  Southern  Baptists  give  to 
them  the  respect,  appreciation  and 
Christian  goodwill  that  we  desire  for 
ourselves. 

I  believe  that  It  is  possible  for  us 
to  maintain  relationships  with  other 
Christian  bodies  which  will  manifest 
this  spirit  of  appreciation  and  Chris¬ 
tian  goodwill  without  Involving  us  in 
movements  for  church  union.  The 
essence  of  Christian  co-operation  is 
a  Christ-like  attitude  to  all  of  God’s 
children  wherever  they  are  to  be 
found.  Our  inability  to  have  part  in 
co-operative  projects  which  have 
church  union  as  their  objective, 
should  not  prevent  our  earnestly 
seeking  to  maintain  every  relationship 
that  we  can  use  to  manifest  a  Christ- 
like  attitude  to  other  Christian  bod¬ 
ies.

Glee  clubs 
and  bands  from  the  Baptist  Colleges 
of  the  South,  after  the  parade  is 
over,  can  be  used  in  the  Convention 
program  to  great  advantage.

“Green  Fields”  have  swelled  the 
hearts  of  all  who  listen.  Group  sing¬ 
ing  Is  a  tradition  in  Kentucky.” 

Then,  blasphemy  of  blasphemies! 
.  .  .  in  connection  with  sacred  songs 
.  .  .songs  Christian  peple  have  used 
ta  worship  God  .  .  .  the  advertisement 
goes  right  on: 

"Yes,  and  beer  is  a  tradition  in 
Kentucky  too!  Like  group  singing, 
BEER  BELONGS  in  Kentucky.  Since 
the  days  when  pioneers  around  the 


open  hearth  lilted  their  voices  in 
song,  Kentuckians  have  enjoyed  beer, 
the  beverage  of  moderation." 

Paul  said  by  Inspiration  many  years 
ago,  “And  no  marvel;  for  satan  him¬ 
self  is  transformed  into  an  angel  of 
light.

Universalists  Defeat 
Anti-Gambling  Resolutions 

HARRISVILLE,  R.  L  — (RNS> — A 
blanket  resolution  opposing  “gamb¬ 
ling  in  any  form”  was  defeated  by 
the  Rhode  Island  Universaltst  Con¬ 
vention  after  the  Convention  secre¬ 
tary  said  that  “gambling  is  a  part  of 
our  economic  system." 

The  resolution,  presented  by  the 
committee  on  recommendations  and 
resolutions,  was  attacked  by  the  Rev. 
Albert  Q.  Perry,  pastor  of  First  Unl- 
versalist  church  here  where  the  con- 
good  Intention  of  pursuing  that  trade  vention  held  its  112th  annual  meet- 
thenceforth,  thus  turning  from  special 
definite  Christian  service,  or  whether  he 
meant  that  he  was  going  out  for  a  night 
of  fishing  just  for  the  fun  of  it.  as  so 
many  men  before  and  after  have  gone 
down  through  the  years.  I  incline  a  wee 
bit  to  the  first  of  these  views  because 
of  what  took  place  in  the  early  morning 
light. 

1.  They  had  fished  all  night  In  waters 
of  their  own  choosing. 

2.  They  had  not  caught  a  thing,. 

3.  A  voice  from  the  beach  called  to  ask 
the  men  in  the  fishing  boat  whether  they 
had  caught  any  fish  and,  upon  their 
answering  that  they  had  not,  they  were 
told  to  cast  the  net  In  another  place. 

4.  When  the  net  had  enclosed  so  many 
fish  that  they  were  not  able  to  take  It 
into  the  boat.  John  suddenly  realized 
that  it  was  the  Lord  on  the  seashore, 
and  told  Peter,  who  immediately  leaped 
into  the  sea  to  get  to  the  Lord  at  once. 

5.  On  the  shore,  when  they  had 
reached  it.  the  disciples  found  a  break¬ 
fast  of  hot,  fresh-fried  fish  and  bread 
prepared  and  awaiting  them.  When  the 
disciples  had  eaten.  Jesus  proceeded  to 
instruct  them.  He  addressed  Himself 
to  Peter  In  the  presence  of  all  the  rest 
that  they  all  might  learn  their  lesson. 

<a>  All  disciples  are  the  Lord’s,  His 
love-slaves  whom  He  purchased  with 
His  own  boiod.  (b)  He  has  His  plans 
for  them.  They  may  choose  fields  of 
their  own.  but  they  will  find  those  bar¬ 
ren.  Only  as  they  allow  Him  to  choose 
the  fields  will  they  be  able  to  garner 
harvests.  They  may  fish  In  water  of 
their  own  choice,  but  they  will  catch 
nothing,  (cl  His  own  need  not  be  anxious 
what  they  shall  eat.  While  they  are 
working  for  Him  within  the  circuit  of 
His  will,  they  shall  not  hunger  neither 
thirst.  <d>  Hear  Him  say  where  the 
labor  for  Him  shall  be  done,  the  reap¬ 
ing,  the  casting  of  the  net.  and  He  will 
determine  the  result,  whether  "a  hun¬ 
dred.  and  fifty  and  three,”  a  greater 
number  or  a  smaller.
